'•Burghers ot the Orange Free State: 


—The time, which we had so much de- 
sired to avoid, the moment when we. 
as a nation, are compelled with arms 
to oppose injustice and shame and vio- 
lence. Is at hand. 
Our sister republi> 


to the north of the Vaal river Is about 
to be attacked by an unscrupulous en- 
emy, who, for many years, has 
pre- 


pared himself and sought pretexts for 
the violence of which he is now guilty, 
whose purpose it Is to destroy the ex- 
istence of the Afrikander race. 


"With our republic we are not only 


bound by the ties of blood, of sympa- 
thy and common interest, but also by 
formal treaty, which ha been necessi- 
tated by circumstances. 
This treaty 


demands of us that we assist her if she 
should be unjustly attacked, which we 
unfortunately for a long time have had 
too much reason to expect. We, there- 
fore, cannot passlvlely look OIL while 
injustice is near, and while also our 


dearly bought freedom is endan- 


gered .but are called as men to resist. 
trusting the Almighty, firmly believ- 
ing that He will never permit Injustice 
and unrighteousness to triumph. 


Now. 
that we have a powerful en- 


emy, 
with' whom it has always "been 


our highest desire to live in friendship, 
notwithstanding injustice and wrong 
done by him to us in the past, we dear- 
ly claim in the presence of Almighty 
God that we are now compelled there- 
by to Justly defend our kinamen and 
by the consciousness that the end oC 
their independence will makf our ex- 
istence as an independent state of no 
significance and that their fate should 
they.be obliged to bend under an over- 
whelming power, will also soon after be 
our own fate. 


"Solemn treaties have hot protected 


our sister republic against annexation, 
against conspiracy and against a re- 
newed attack which aims only at her 
downfall. 


"Our unfortunate experienres In the 


past have also made >t 
sufficiently 


rlrar to us that we cannot rely on the 
most 
solemn promises and agree- 


ments of Great Britain, when she has 
at her helm a government prepared to 
trample on the treaties; to look 
foreign pretexts for every violation of 
good faith by her committed. 
This 


is proved among other things the un- 
just and unlawful British intervention, 
after w*> had overcome the barbarous 
attack on our eastern friends, as also 
by the forcible appropriation of the do- 
minion over part of our territory which 
the discovery ol diamonds had caused 
the desire for this appropriation, a" 
though contrary to the existing trea- 
ties. 
The desire and intention to 


trample on our rights as an independ- 
ent and sovereign nation, notwith- 
standing a solemn convention existing 
between this state and Great Britain, 
have also been more than once, and are

The immigration statistics for the 


fiscal year 1899 have just been publish- 
ed. and contain, in comparison with 
the statistics of previous years. Bom« 
Interesting ond portenous facts. The 
total number of Immigrants to this 
country has rapidly diminHhed since 
3882, when approximately 
800,000 im- 


migrants arrived, but there has been 
a marked Increase this year, the total 
being 311,755, an increase of 36 per cent 
over the'previous year. 


• 
The most Important 
change, how- 


ever, has been not in the totals, but In 
the distribution of immigrants. 
In 


1882 about one-third of the Immigrants 
were Germans, with Scandinavian!!, 
English and Irish following in the or- 
Oer named. 
For many years prior to 


that time the largest part of the 1m- 
misrantj had been Germans and Irish, 
and these, with their descendants have 
now become almost completely assimi- 
lated to American life. Beginning with 


1892 the character of the immigration 
became radically different. 
Its center 


of gravity changed from northwestern 
to southeastern Europe. 
For severa 


years the Italians have maintained an 
undisputed lead, with the 
Russians 


close, following 
Southern Italians 


Bussians, Poles, Slavonians and Uthu

as byinjr practically out of the question 
and the two men most discussed are 
Secretary Root nnd General Frederick 
Grant. 
"Which one of them receives 


the Republican nomination may depend 
upon the fortunes of war In the Phil- 
ippines. 


There nre men who have.served with 


General Grant since his appointment to 
the army who believe that he has in- 
herited to a great degree the rnilitary 
genius of his father and all that he 
needs is an opportunity^ He has not 
thus far had a chance to show whether 
these opinions are well founded, but 
If lie should command the troops in 
some brilliant action against the Fili- 
pinos, or perhaps direct the final move- 
ment in overwhelming the Insurrection, 
there is little doubt that he would be 
the man selected. 


Should tnis opportunity not coma to 


General Grant and should the Philip- 
pint! war end successfully within the 
next few monihs.the nomination would 
probably be given to Secretary Root, 
who Infused new life into the war de- 
partment, and whose zeal In' enlisting 
and sending forward re-enforcements, 
has made It possible for General Otis 
to undertake an aggressive campaign. 
There are many 
indications 
already 


that he may be the administration's 
•candidate. 


Mr. Hobart will be greatly missed in
